It’s too early, of course, to predict with accuracy what 
the philosophical makeup of the newly elected Congress 
will be. There were many turnovers among the 435 
members of the House, and 17 of the 100 Senate seats will 
be held by newcomers when the 95th Congress convenes 
in January. 
What is apparent, however, is that the political balance 
of Congress remains about the same. That is, Democrats 
enjoy a margin of 62 to 38 in the Senate, and a cool two-to- 
one majority in the House. In the statehouses, meantime, 
Democrats likewise have overwhelming strength of 
about three governors for every one GOP governor. 
Many observers regard the 94th Congress which ended 
last month as one of the sorriest on record. Filled with a 
huge freshman class of Democrats elected in 1974 in the 
wake of Watergate, the 94th will be remembered for its 
profligate spending — including a pay hike for itself 
cynically tied henceforth to the cost of living — and 
repeated scandals involving violations of both personal 
and public trust. It was the Congress that fiddled while 
the nation’s most serious problems, including energy, 
continued to burn out of control. 
Hie stalemate that persisted, with a spendthrift 
Democratic Congress on one hand and a determined 
Republican President on the other, was by no means 
ideal government. It was better, however, than the 
national bankruptcy that some irresponsible members of 
the 94th seemed determined to bring upon the country. 
We now shudder a bit to contemplate the fact that a 
similarly balanced Congress will be faced by fellow 
Democrat Jimmy Carter in the White House. Whether he 
will have the desire or courage to check the excesses of 
Capitol Hill remains to be seen.

Americans 
concerned 
about the nation’s solvency and its defense posture 
couldn’t help be pleased by the defeat at the polls of some 
very liberal members — such as New York’s Bella Abzug 
and Hawaii’s Patsy Mink, who lost in the primary, and 
Democratic Senators John Tunney, Vance Hartke and 
Frank Moss who lost in the general election.

A federal judge in Los Angeles 
has just provided new grist for 
the mills of those who think that 
the federal courts are the 
principal cause for the flood of 
pornography that has inundated 
newsstands, 
movies 
and 
television during the last several 
years. 
This judge ruled that the 
television ‘‘Family Hour” is an 
unconstitutional violation of the 
1st Amendment guarantee of 
free speech. 
The 
Family 
Hour 
is 
a 
voluntary agreement by the 
three television networks to 
abstain from showing ob­ 
jectionable 
programs 
of 
violence and illicit sex from 7 
p m to 9 p.m. because so many 
children watch during those 
hours. 
The effect of this decision is to 
accord a higher constitutional 
value to the rights of the por­ 
nography profiteers who want to 
make killing, robbing, maiming 
and sleazy sex a spectator sport, 
than to the rights of children to 
enjoy 
decent 
family 
en­ 
tertainment, or to the rights of 
parents to train their children in 
obedience to the laws of God and 
country. 
This 
is 
an 
indefensible 
decision. 
Television scriptwriters have 
no more “right” to have their 
scripts 
aired 
on 
television 
between7 p.m. and9p.m.. orat 
any other time, than any author 
has a right to have his books 
bought in the bookstores. The 
customer determines what is 
worthy of being bought, not the 
author or performer 
Neither the networks, nor the 
advertisers, nor the 
viewing 
public wants violence and illicit 
sex aired in family viewing 
times; yet this federal judge has 
enshrined the right of the 
scriptwriters to inflict their 
pornographic programming and 
violence-inciting subject matter 
on the entire country. 
Hie negative effect of violence 
(hi children can no longer be 
disputed. 
Dr. Michael B. Rothenberg, a 


child psychologist writing in the 
American Medical Association 
Journal, is one of the many 
experts who have concluded that 
a 
concentrated 
viewing 
of 
violence 
produces 
increased 
aggressive 
behavior 
in 
the 
young and a desensitization to 
violence. 
Rothenberg pointed out that 
the average American child, by 
the time he finishes shcool. “will 
have witnessed 18,000 murders 
and countless highly detailed 
incidents of robbery, arson, 
bombing, forgery, smuggling, 
beating and torture averaging 
approximately one per minute 
in the standard television 
cartoon for children under the 
age of 10.” He said that "there is 
an average of six times more 
violence during one hour of 
children’s television than there 
is 
in 
one 
hour of adult 
television." 
Rothenberg said that the time 
is long past due for an organized 
cry of protest from parents and 
also from the medical profession 
to what he called “a national 
scandal," because “ to be silent 
is to acquiesce, and it is clear 
that if we truly care about our 
children, we canot be silent.” 
Prof Anne R. Somers, writing 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine, was correct when she 
said that television is a molder 
not a mirror of social values, 
and that “for a considerable 
proportion of American children 
and youth, violence has become 
a major health problem.” She 
identified a major cause as 
“television’s massive daily diet 
of symbolic crime and violence 
in entertainment’ programs.” 
The 
television 
networks 
should be applauded for in­ 
stituting the Family Hour and 
for appealing the recent federal 
court decision against it. 
If the networks do not engage 
in responsible self-regulation, 
the American public may come 
to the same conclusion reached 
by Malcolm Muggeridge: “The 
corruption of our children is 
absolutely 
appalling. 
On 
television they see the family 
ridiculed, 
marital 
fidelity 
ridiculed 
and 
a 
crass 
materialism constantly being 
preached ... Parents would do 
well to never let their children 
watch television.”

WASHINGTON - A confiden­ 
tial study by the General Ac­ 
counting Office (GAO) charges 
tersely that “ the war on 
organized crime is faltering." 
The rackets continue to flourish 
across America, according to 
the study, despite federal at­ 
tempts to crack down on the 
mob. 
The study lays most of the 
blame on the federal strike 
forces, which spearhead the na­ 
tional effort to disrupt organized 
crime. The strike forces, states 
the study, “are not getting the 
job done.” 
At the same time, the strike 
forces have come under inten­ 
sive fire inside the Justice Dept 
Critics have accused them of 
subverting the judicial processes 
and abusing their powers.

diamond could set an awkward 
precedent. 
Challenging

legitimacy of the stone's present 
ownership could lead everyone 
involved into the thorny maze of 
an international legal brier 
patch. 
The 
Koh-i-noor, 
for 
example, now reposes with the 
rest of Britain’s crown jewels in 
the Tower of London as the 
frontispiece of the Queen 
Consort's crown. 
The 109- carat jewel, con­ 
sidered by experts to be the 
world’s most perfect diamond, 
was cut from a 186- carat stone 
given to Queen Victoria by the 
East India Tea Co. after Britain 
annexed the Punjab in 1848. 
Pakistan’s Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto recently 
wrote to British Prime Minister 
James Callaghan to ask for the 
gem’s return. Bhutto said the 
gesture “would be a convincing 
demonstration of the spirit that 


the respected William Lynch as 
head of the organized crime sec­ 
tion, which oversees the strike 
forces. Lynch was compelled to 
trade places with Kurt Muellen- 
berg, who had been running the 
narcotics section. 
These developments have sent 
shock waves reverberating 
through the organized crime sec­ 
tion.

Finally, a harem woman told 
the conquereror 
the Mogul 
emperor had hidden the stone in 
his turban. Nadir Shah promptly 
invited the deposed ruler to a 
feast, at which he proposed they 
exchange turbans as a sign of 
friendship. Confronted with a 
choice of his diamond or his 
head, 
the 
hapless 
emperor 
complied. 
When the Shah 
unrolled the turban and beheld 
the great diamond, he ex­ 
claimed “Koh-i-noor,” meaning 
"Mountain of Light,” and the 
name has remained.

dential GAO study also claims 
the fight against organized 
crime lacks organization and 
direction.

KNOWING WHEN 
TO STOP

(With 
government 
growth 
becoming a major public con­ 
cern, 
William 
E. 
Simon, 
Secretary of the Treasury, was 
asked for his views on the 
biggest 
problem 
in 
the 
relationship between govern­ 
ment and the private sec­ 
tor—and what can be done about 
it. Here is his reply.) 
The biggest single problem in 
the interrelationship between 
government and the private 
sector is that government, for 
too many years, simply has not 
known when to stop. 
For most of our history, we 
have followed the founding 
fathers’ 
vision of limited 
government. But for the past 40 
years of so the contrary belief 
that government must con­ 
tinually intervene to stabilize 
the economy has dominated our 
policy- making, affecting not 
only the economy but tipping the 
balance of power in the direction 
of government and away from 
the people. 
In the early 1930s, government 
at all levels accounted for about 
12 cents of every dollar spent. 
Today, government accounts for 
more than 35 cents, and our 
projections indicate this will 
reach 60 cents of every dollar by 
2000 unless the trend is curbed. 
The 
fact 
is, 
the federal 
government has gone on a 
spending binge at a rate faster 
than the economy can expand. 
This has built up a momentum of 
outlays that has pushed the 
budget to four times its size of 
the early 1960s, created deficits 
that caused severe strains on 
financial markets—soaking up 
funds that might have gone for 
job creation and other pur­ 
poses— added greatly to in­ 
flationary pressures and helped 
generate 
a 
boom-and-bust 
climate that brought on the 1974- 
75 recession, our worst in a 
generation. 
As if these excesses weren’t 
enough, 
the 
government 
simultaneously has expanded its 
web of coontrols and regulations 
over 
private 
enterprise. 
Some of these controls are in the 
public interest, but many more 
are unfair, anticompetitive, lead 
to higher prices and stifle 
initiative and innovation at the 
very source of five out of every 
six jobs in the country— our 
private sector. 
So I submit that the central 
task, the overriding challenge 
before this great nation, is to 
stem this tide of bloated 
government and, at the same 
time, to strengthen the free 
enterprise 
sector 
of 
our 
economcy before it is too late. 
I know that it's fashionable 
these days for candidates of 
every political coloration to take 
a stand against “big govern­ 
ment.” But many of these same 
candidates are also asking the 
voters to support policies that 
will lead to more spending, more 
controls, more regulating. Let 
me assure you that regardless of 
the anti-Washington rhetoric 
emanating from the banks of the 
Potomac, the spend-spend, 
elect-elect syndrome is alive 
and well.

When I warn against gover­ 
nmental power, it is not because 
I am blindly anti-government. 
I’m not. I want government to 
perform well those tasks which 
government alone can perform 
well those tasks which gover­ 
nment alone can perform or 
those it can properly undertake 
in partnership with the private 
sector. 
But the sad truth is that the 
federal government has gotten 
out of hand. It is trying to do 
more 
than 
the 
nation s 
resources will allow, to do things 
it cannot do well, and to do 
others it should not be doing at 
all—and 
to 
do 
all 
this 
simultaneously. 
Government 
has lost its way and become the 
problem, not the solution, and in 
so doing it has forfeited the right 
to the full trust and confidence of 
the American people. 
We need to readjust the

There were many turnovers among the 435 
members of the House, and 17 of the 100 Senate seats will 
be held by newcomers when the 95th Congress convenes 
in January.
